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CONSIDERATION OF DCID FOR ECONOMIC INTELLIGENCE (REPLACING DCip 15/1). 


3- Discussion: The Chairman discussed the current revision of 
the National Security Council Intelligence Directives (NSCIDe) and 
the elimination of the earlier NSCID-15, .0oting that review and reo 
vision of the DCID for econonic intelligence (formerly DCID 15/1) is 
required. A proposed redraft of DCID 15/1 which had been distributed to 
the members was commented on. It was pointed out that the EIC Terms of 
Reference, as set out in IAC-D-22/]1 Revised, had been incoxporated with 
Some changes into the proposed DCID. 


4, Action: After further discussion of the subject, it was decided 
that the EIC would meet on 11 February to review further and act on the 
proposed redraft of DCID 15/1. /Subseqently, at the request of the EIC 
representatives of the Departments of the Army and the Navy, the meeting 
to consider the proposed redraft wae postponed to 18 February./ 


USSR CIVIL DEFENSE (INCLUDING SHELTER PROGRAM): 


5- Iscussion; The Chairman commented on the National Security 
Council's interest in the Soviet civil defense program, and on various 
reports which had been prepared on this subject. A complete report 
covering this subject has been schedmled for submission to the National 
Security Council by 10 March. CIA/ORR is now preparing a draft paper 
for use by the DCI in his briefing of the HSC. The Chairman requested i, 
that any agency having information beyond that included in previous Be 
studies on the gubject make such information available to ORR so that 
it can be included in the current study. It was requested that such 
information be forwarded no later then mid-February. 


6. Action: It was agreed that each of the EIC representatives of 
the IAC agencies would be provided with a draft of the briefing paper 
after 1t has been completed by ORR. After the members have bad an 
opportunity to review the paper, it will be considered by the EIC.
